Expert says school unification incentive lost

Equal access comes to Upland area 


Equal access, which allows 
telephone customers to select a 
preferred long distance company 
for their ‘‘one-plus” long 
distance calling, will become 
available to approximately 19,000 
General Telephone of California 
business and residential 
customers in the Upland area on 
Nov. 29. 

“These customers will have a 
949, 982, or 985 prefix,” 
according to Al Smith, the 
company’s Pomona Valley 
Division manager. ‘‘By 1991 
equal access will be offered to 
all of our customers, but only in 
those communities where long 
distance companies other than 
AT&T elect to provide their 
services. 

“in the past, customers who 
made one-pius, dial-directed 
calls, were automatically 
connected to either General 
Telephone or to AT&T,” said 
Smith. “But with Equal Access, a 
customer can choose a long 
distance company to handle one- 
plus dialed calls to locations 
outside General Telephone’s 
serving areas.” 

With equal access, customers 
who designate a ‘‘preferred”’ 
long distance company in 
advance can place long distance 
calls by dialing one, plus the 






area code and the number. A 
customer can also use most 
other long distance companies 
by dialing a five-digit access 
code followed by one, plus the 
area code and the number. 

“Customers currently must 
dial as many as 23 digits to 
complete a call with most long 
distance companies other than 
AT&T,” he added. 

In addition to simplified 
dialing procedures, equal access 
provides quality connections 
and enables customers to place 
calls through any long distance 
company using a rotary or push- 
button phone.

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Motel plans continue due to lack of evidence

The Upiand City Council 
decided last week that it didn’t 
have enough evidence to revoke 
the permit of a motel proposed 
near Foothill Knolls Elementary 
School. 

Despite a petition with about 
250 signatures against the 
motel, the council voted not to 
set a hearing to discuss 
revocation of the permit. 

Councilman Al Canestro 
agreed to meet with the 
residents a second time to see if 
their concerns can be worked 
out. The council will hear the 
matter again at its meeting next 
Monday. 

Mike Boehm, who acted as 
spokesman for a group of 
residents opposed to the motel, 
said parents were concerned 
that there wasn’t sufficient need 
for the motel at 1141 E. Foothill 
Blvd. 

“Other motels have suffered 
the same demise and turned to 


weekly or monthly rates,” he 
said. He added that such rates 
could attract transients, which 
would not be appropriate near a 
school. 

“The problem is you can’t 
substantiate this, but five to 10 
years from now, what is this 
going to look like?,” agreed 
Foothill Knolls Principal William 
R. Smith later. 

But that and other safety 
concerns weren't enough to take 
back the permit issued last 
spring by the Planning 


Commission, the council agreed. 


Councilman Frank Carpenter 
pointed out that owner Frank 
Yang went through the proper 
procedures getting permission 
to build his two-story, 115-room 
building backing up against the 
school on Veterans Court.

White of Upland for his role in 
rescuing two men whose private 
airplane got mired in power lines 
near Ontario International 
Airport last February. 

White and fellow Edison 
employee, Walter M. Boysha of 
Fontana received the J.K. Horton 
Humanitarian Award Gold Medal, 
which Edison gives to 
employees to recognize 
extraordinary action to help 
others in emergencies. 

Two other employees, Norman 
C. Oschman of Crestline and 
Cleve L. Wade of San Bernardino 
also received the Horton Award 
Silver Medals for their part in the 
rescue. 


Boysha and White were lifted | 
90 feet to the airplane entangled | 
in the lines. They stabilized the | 
aircraft, then got to the 
passengers by prying open a 
door. Boysha and White then 
helped the passengers with 
safety belts and ropes after 
cutting one of them loose from a 
seat belt that apparently could 
not be unfastened. 


Meanwhile, Wade and 
Oschman positioned a boom 
truck — normally used to clean 
power line insulators with a 
water spray — under the aircraft 
and extended the boom so it 
stabalized one wing of the 
airplane, thus making the rescue 
easier. Wade and Oschman 
maintained their positions even 
as aviation fuel dripped onto 
them from the wing.

Autumn in the West Valley 
brings soft color changes

Here in the West Valley, 
autumn arrives without much 
fanfare from Mother Nature. 

Although the season doesn’t 
bring the fiery brilliance of New 
England foliage, many trees and 
shrubs here change to soft hues 
of red, gold and yellow. 

Area residents needn't travel 
far to find touches of autumn. 

Right now, leaves of 


Sycamores and Silver maples are 


dropping gold along city 
sidewalks. Birch and Ginkgos 
are going yellow in gardens. 
Camphor trees trim parkways 
with amber. Crape myrtles dress 
front yards in shades of orange, 
red or russet. Liquidambars 
standing at roadsides are 
adorned in yellow, red, pink and 
burgundy. 

Some of the most vivid hues 
of autumn color are also 
showing up in shrubbery and 
vines. 

True to its common name, 
Firethorn branches droop with 
crimson berries. The evergreen 
shrub known as pyracantha can 
be found in many local 
neighborhoods. 

Heavenly bamboo plants are a 
real display with shades of 
purple, red and amber all ona 
single bush. 

Many West Valley freeway 
walls are now cloaked in orange- 
scarlet tendrils of Virginia 
creeper. 

Chaffey College ecology 
professor David Bixler said trees 
don’t really “change” color in 
the fall. 

“They actually have that color 
(yellow, red or orange) all year 
long. The colors are masked by 
the green. When they stop 
making chlorophyll, the other 
colors show through,” he said. 

Steve Cohen, a doctor of plant 
genetics from Upland, said 
colors are layered on a leaf’s 
surface, green being the top 
layer during the spring and 
summer. 

Bixler said botanists are still 
debating the exact reasons trees 
change color in autumn. The 
latest theory holds that it’s 
length of day, not cold weather 
which starts the process. 

“When the day reaches a 
certain length, deciduous trees 
close down their biological 
apparatus for making 
chlorophyll,” he explained. 

Each tree species has its own 
seasonal time clock in 
accordance with its 
environmental needs, he added. 

“Various tree species have 
various strategies for living in 
the environment,” the professor 
said. 

Bixler’s personal autumn 
favorite is the Bigleaf maple 
which is a native found in 
canyons around Lytle Creek. 

“It’s head and heels above 


other trees, with really nice 

orange color in fall,” he said. 
The Kellogg oak is another 

showy species this time of year. after the season fades. 

Bixler said the best examples

Bill Gillean was no longer a 
young Chaffey Community College 
drama student dreaming of a career 
on the stage. Gillean was now old 
and ugly. 

His cheeks were sunken, his 
mouth grim, his eyes red-rimmed and 
his head bald. 

Pat Skinner, a costume designer 
for Chaffey’s Creative Arts 
Department, was responsible for the 
transformation. 

“With the right makeup and the 
right costume the Halloween 
possibilities are endless,’ she said 
while looking at Gillean showing off 
his ugly face before the camera. 

“It also helps to have an actor 
underneath it all too,”’ she added. 

Gillean, in less than 50 minutes, 
had been aged 80 Halloweens by 
some white pancake makeup, a bit of 
paint, some wisps of hair and 
Skinner's hand. 

The secret, she said, is the proper 
touch. “You don’t draw a face with 
makeup,” she said. ‘‘You paint one.” 

Before a frightful face can be 
painted, she said, a canvas must be 
unrolled. That’s what the pancake 
makeup is for 

The white powder is mixed with 
water and applied evenly across the 
face, Skinner said. ‘“You even have to 
fill the wrinkles and get into the 
crevices,” she said as she coated the 
inside of Gillean’s nostril with her 
white-coated sponge. 

“You've really got to be on friendly

terms when you do this,’”’ she added. 

Once the canvas is spread, the 
painting begins. 

Skinner, who prefers fingers to 
brushes because of the extra control, 
began by sinking Gillean’s cheeks 
with some gray, cream-based 
makeup. 

“Remember,” she said, ‘“‘that dark 
paint will receed and light paint will 
bring out.” So, to sink cheeks, she 
stroked the grey paint across the 
hollows of Gillean’s cheeks. 


Next, she sunk his nose, neck and 
temples. 

“Notice that all the lines are 
blurred and run together,” she said. 
“Otherwise it won't look like a face, 
but like a mask.” 


His face convincingly shriveled, 
Skinner began to bruise it with dabs 
of blue and green makeup. 

She also used the green to turn 
down his mouth and wrinkle his 
forehead. ‘‘The secret to make 
convincing wrinkles,” she said, “‘is to 
follow the natural wrinkles of a face. 
To do that, all you've got to dois 
scrunch up your face and follow the 
lines.” 

Having wrinkled him, Skinner 
added the most convincing touch to 
the portrait of a ghoul she was 
painting on Gillean’s face. She 
painted the rims of his eyes red. 


Add a shawl and a cape, wisps of 
hair, and Gillean literally was no 
longer Gillean. 

“And that,” Skinner said, “is the 
fun of Halloween.”

mentioned in the Upland 
consultant’s report are not valid 
because they are either already 
in use or have been rejected as 
unworkable, which “casts 
shadows on the thoroughness 
and objectivity of the study,” 
Smothers said. 

Each side accused the other 
of using teachers and students 
as pawns in the unification fight. 

Upland School District 
Superintendent George 
Renworth said builders fees 
would stay in Upland if the 
district was unified. 

Student scheduling, music 
and library facilities and teacher 
training would all be improved 
with unification, Renworth said. 

In addition, the state provides 
a $1.5 million incentive for 
districts to unify, he said. 

“$1.5 million should solve 
some of the problems,” he said. 

Chaffey’s Assistant 
Superintendent for Instruction 
Bette Harrison argued the 
unified district would not be able 
to expand the high school fast 
enough to provide facilities 
sufficient to meet graduation 
and college entrance 
requirements. 

The 560 high-school-aged 
Upland residents who currently 
attend schools other than 
Upland High School would have 
the option of attending Upland 
High if unification passes. 

If all of those students entered 
Upland High School next fall, 19 
more classrooms would be 
needed. Renworth has argued 
the increase would be more 
gradual, bringing the school’s 
enrollment to 3,100 by 1989. The 
current enrollment is around 
2,600. 

Renworth also said no teacher 
has ever lost a job as a result of 
unification in California. An 
informal poll of Upland High 
School teachers revealed 80 
percent may choose to Stay in 
the Chaffey district, possibly 
bumping teachers with lower 
seniority out of their jobs at 
other high schools. 

Chaffey district 
Superintendent Mike Dirksen 
said 77.2 percent of Upland High 
School students voted against 
unification in a student election 
last week. 

“The students have spoken in 
aloud and determined voice,” he 
said.

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ORDINANCE NO. 1388 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 

UPLAND ADDING CHAPTER 9490.1 AND MAKING OTHER 

CHANGES TO THE UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE RELATING 

TO ADULT ORIENTED BUSINESSES 

The City Council of the City of Upland does hereby ordain as 
follows 

SECTION 1 
finds that 

1. The location, design and operation of adult oriented 
businesses require specific development standards to insure 
that such businesses do not adversely affect the public health, 
safety and welfare of the community in which they propose to 
locate. These standards are needed to allow such uses to be 
located in a manner that is compatible with surrounding land 
uses 

2. There are currently no development standards established 
within the Upland Municipal Code pertaining to the location, 
design and operation of adult oriented businesses with the 
exception a chapter which sets forth the process and perform 
ance standards of massage establishments. 

3. The City has one adult book store located within its city 
limits in a CH zone. Such business has been in existence in the 
same building for over one year 

4, Areas within close walking distance of single and multiple 
family dwellings should be free of adult entertainment land 
uses 

5. Areas where children could be expected to walk, patronize 
or recreate should be free of adult entertainment land uses 

6. Adult entertainment land uses should be located in areas of 
the City which are not in close proximity to residential uses, 
churhes, parks and other public facilities, and schools 

7. The image of the City of Upland as a pleasant and 
attractive place to reside will be adversely afected by the 
presence of adult entertainment land uses in close proximity to 
residential land uses, churches, parks and other public 
facilities, and schools 

8. Regulation of adult entertainment land uses should be 
developed to prevent deterioration and/or degradation of the 
vitality of the community before the problem exists, rather 
than in response to an existing problem 

9. Commercial area of the City patronized by young people 
and children should be free of adult entertainment land uses 

10. The City of Upland finds that education of students will be 
negatively affected by location of adult entertainment land 
uses in close proximity to location of schools 
11, Adult entertainment land uses should be regulated by

15. Experience in numerous other cities, including Seattle 
Tacoma and Detroit, Michigan has shown that location of adult

the city. The skid row effect, which is evident in certain parts 
of Seattle and other cities, will have a significantly larger 
effect upon the City of Upland than other major cities due to 
the relative sizes ot the cities

appearance, minimize the potential for nuisances related to the 
operation of adult oriented businesses, and to enhance local 
property values
